REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The prior art neither teaches nor suggests a process for preparing (S,S)-cis-2- 
phenyl-3-amino-piperdine by reacting L-omitiiine, which has protecting groups on 
the amino groups located on the a and 5 carbon via formation of an amide 
followed by reaction with a Grignard reagent, PhMgX deprotecting the a carbon, 
cyclization, reduction and removal of the 6 carbon protecting group. 
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Rosen et al US 5,364,943 teach 2-phenyl-3-amino-piperdine of the same

type claimed. See, for example, column 14 line 10. h 
Rosen et al also teach a process of producing these confounds. However Rosen et 
al differs from the claimed process in that the product is formed from a pyridine

starting material, instead of L-omithine, 

claimed. 

Gerhart et al US 4,902,719 teach ornithine derivatives and their use in an cyclized 
amine process. See, for example, columns 7-8 Scheme B. However, Gerhart et al 
differs from the claimed invention by the use of a different reaction.

The process takes place via different intermediates 
using different reactions. This is particularly true the preparation and use of the 
intermediates.
